Whenever tho people disouas tho pms- 
ent war, it is an even wager that some 
roferenoe is made to “ Fighting Bob,” 
as Oaptadu Ilobley D. Evans is gen­ 
erally known. 
This officer, now witli 
AdminiL 
Sampson's 
squadron, 
has 
been known for years as a man of de­ 
termined oourage, rtisourco and force of 
character. He is a haiti worker, a strict 
disciplinarian, but of kindly manner in 
spite of the fierceness of his countennnoe. 
During the time his ship, then the In­ 
diana, was being complettMi at tho 
Cramps’ shipyards in Philadelphia, tho 
captain put in eight hours a day supi^r- 
iiitendiug tho work. The people Uieii 
had a good opportunity to study “ Fight­ 
ing Bob’ ’ to good advantage. 
His is a striking personality. His 
whole being breathes force, but ho is 
not what women call a handsome man. 
His countenance is flerca In fact, upon 
tho occasion of a public dinner, General 
Nelson A. Milos, now chief in command 
of Uncle Sam’s soldiers, after tho hand­ 
some appoaronoe of army officers hod in 
some way been commented upon, said, 
in tho oonrso of a spowh, “ Tho two 
ugliest men in the United States sorvioo 
ore its two most oourageons mon—Cap­ 
tain George K. Wallace of tho army ami 
Captain ^ b le y D Evans of tho navy. ’ ’ 
Wallace was knovm among his 00m- 
rados as “ Ugly” Wallace. He was kill­ 
ed while bravely battling at tho famous 
Sioux Indian fight at Wounded Knee. 
“ Fighting Bob’’ has a halt in his 
walk. The lower port of his left leg is 
badly twisted backward, the result of a 
wounded knee received during tho 
storming of Fort Fisher. He was then a 
midshipman who had been graduated 
from the Naval academy one year ahead 
of his tim a When the sailors and ma 
lines had been landed, a storming party 
of about IOO men was told off and vol 
untoers asked for to load it. Four step- 
kkI forward. Among them was Evans. 
'hey tossed a coin for the perilous hon- 
BT. Evans won. 
He was the first to mount tho scaling 
ladder, but when he reached tho pora- 
)et a shot struck him in one knee, and 
IO fell inside the rebel works, a blood- 
ng captive. The next day Fort Fisher 
ell and the young middy was rocaptur- 
3d. He WOS subs^nently placed on tho 
retired list, but pleading for active serv- 
ce a joint resolution was passed by Inith 
houses of congress restoring liim to the 
aotivo list and exempting him forever 
rom physioai examination as to disa­ 
bility. He is the only officer in the na­ 
vy who has been thus honored. 
An inquiry was once addressed to 
Captain Evans as to how he gained the 
•obriquot of “ Fighting Bob. ’’ His reply 
was modestly given. 
“ I do not like the subject, ’’ ho said. 
I never courted that kind of distinc­ 
tion in the service. I am simply a cap­ 
tain in the navy. I am no moro a fight­ 
er and no more entitled to that title 
than any other officer. Every man in tho 
United States navy will fight when it is 
his duty to do so. Courage is a univor 
sal quality among Americans. Coward 
ice among Americans, either afloat or 
ashore, is so rare that it is not worth 
considering. If the captain of a battle 
ship with 600 men on hoard or tho colo­ 
nel of a regiment of I, OOO American reg­ 
ulars goes into action, he does not make 
a discount of one-hundredth part of 
per cent for backing or skulking on tho 
part of his men.” — Ban FranciHco 
Chronicle.

untold headaches and heartburnings. 
Flowers and candy, calls and drives, 
notes and poetry, loss of appetite and 
failure in lessons are outward signs 
of affections unwholesome in their 
selfishness and intensity. 
It has been 
said that the lifelong friendships form­ 
ed there constitute the principal charm 
of college life, and this is true; but 
young people and their parents and 
leachers should discourage all such ab­ 
sorbing attachments as wrecked the 
lives of Alice Mitchell and her young 
victim.

Buffalo 
brings this 
indictment 
against 
our 
present civilization: 
“Never was there 
a time when such strenuous efforts 
were made to prolong the lives of the 
absolutely unfit; . . . . never was there 
a race which suffered, as the English- 
ipeaking race is now suffering, from 
the fertility of the worst specimens of 
humanity.” 
Perhaps our social disor­ 
ders and sufferings may yet enforce 
upon us the first principle of Chris­ 
tianity, which looks toward improving 
the quality of human life rather than 
lo the mara increaaa of its quantity.

W. Gallagher received ft 
letter from his son, George, who is on 
his way to Manila with the I,itll Min­ 
nesota volunteers, and we arc allowed 
to publish the follow mg extract which 
will be of interest: 
On board the train to San Francis­ 
co. Thursday, May, Iff, I HUB. 
I have not* written you in a long 
time and I will try to make up for it 
by writing a long letter. Our com­ 
pany had the beet quarters of Huy 
company at camp Ramsey, and also 
had very good grub. 
Last Sunday I 
saw Mrs. Severs. Mrs. -FC. Coogdou, 
Mrs. McFadden and other Brainerd 
people. 
We left the camp grounds 
last, Monday night aud get in San 
Francisco on Saturday. 
One good 
thing about it is that we are traveling 
in Pullman and Wagner coaches, that 
is better than the cattle car. The sta­ 
tions at every town are crowded with 
people, and we are getting flags, flow­ 
ers, oranges and notes asking to write 
back. I must have about IO or >0 notes 
from affluent girls. Bach fellow must 
have 5 hat pins that we have taken out 
of girls hats. 
We are iii the best sec­ 
tion of the train, the others being the 
way from three to ten hours ahead of 
uh.* The last station we passed was 
Ogdon and I looked ak the place with 
a great deal of interest knowing that 
once u(ion a time you lived there. 
Just at present on the left hand side 
of us are the marshes of the Great 
Salt Lake and on th*' right the buttes 
come down to th*' track.

ENROUTE TO MANILA. 


Hev. Ct. W. Gallagher received a 
letter from his son, George, who is on 
his way to Manila with the 13th Min* 
nesota volunteers, aud we are allowed 
to publish the follow ing extract which 
will be of interest: 
On board the train to San Francis­ 
co.

A favorite subject of treasury specu­ 
lation has been the amount of money 
issued by the United States which has 
been lost or destroyed. Of the old issue 
of $10,000 greenbacks, which wore call­ 
ed in a few years ago, not one was lost. 
The monthly statement of the United 
States treasurer shows that one bill of 
that issue is in circulation, but it is 
kept in the office of the United States 
treasurer as a curiosity. Of tho $5, OOO 
greenbacks, whioh were also called hr; 
three were missing, and the government 
is probably ahcad$ I A, OOO. Iii tho treas­ 
urer’s monthly statement an item ap­ 
pears of $1,000,000, “ unknown, des­ 
troyed," which is the amount supposed 
to have been burned in the Chicago 
fire. 
Of the $1,107,001,000 of paper cur­ 
rency now in circulation $800,000,000, 
roughly, is in $10 notes and certificates, 
$271,000,000 is in the $5 denomination, 
$205,000,000 in $20, $48,000,000 in 
$50, $80,000,000 in $100, $19,000,000 
in $500 and $02,000,000 in $1,000 bills. 
Of tho $1 bills in circulation there is 
$46,589,974, and in $2 $29,895,850. 
The only $10,000 bills now in circula­ 
tion are gold certificates amounting to 
$12,880,000.—New York Post

Poisonous Perspiration. 
The question of the toxic qualities at 
perspiration, though not quite a new 
one (inasmuch as M. Berthelot at a re­ 
cent meeting of the Paris Medical acad 
emy reminded his listeners that if Afri­ 
c a n s can be believed tho perspiration 
gathered from a hor co was used in an­ 
cient times to render arrows poison g u m ), 
has recently formed tho subject of re­ 
search. Several experiments have proved 
that human perspiration is toxic. A sc­ 
ries of guinea pigs and rabbits were 
killed by inoculations of perspiration 
tbered from a flannel shirt worn by a 
cal thy young man after dancing a co­ 
tillon. A glove worn by a lady who 
danced vigorously through a ball was 
utilized for inoculations with equally 
deadly results. M. Arloing’s more re­ 
cent experiments show that perspiration 
resulting from muscular exertion is 
aioro toxic than that consequent from a 
vapor bath.—British Medical Journal.

Nicotine when pure is a colorless 
fluid of somewhat oily consistence and 
strong, peculiar, p e n e tr a tin g odor, but 
it d arkens on exposure to air and light, 
becom ing first yellow and then brown, 
so t h a t it looks, in this darkened con­ 
dition, something like the tarry m a tt e r 
which soils a g m o k er’s fingers or a 
h andkerchief th ro u g h 
which tol aeco 
sm o k e is exhaled, o r is often noticed 
as deposited in the stem of a pile. 
" T h is tarry deposit h a s nothing e s ­ 
sential in common with nicotine, and 
contains but traces of this alkaloid, 
w hen any at all. 
A part, but only a sm all part (about 
one-seventh 
in 
the 
ex p erim en ts 
of 
Melsens), of the 
real nicotine of to ­ 
bacco, is volatilized w ith o u t decom po­ 
sition; the rem ainder is burned and 
destroyed in the process of sm oking."

DUELING IN EUROPE. 


More duels are fought in Germany 
than in any other errantry. 
Most of 
them, however, 
are 
student 
duels, 
which culminate in nothing more se- 
r eras than slashed cheeks and 
torn 
j 'alps. 
Of all 
German 
university 
towns little Jena and Goettingen aro 
most devoted to the code. 
In Goettin­ 
gen the number of duels averages one 
a day, year in and year out. 
One day 
s< veral years ago twelve duels were 
fought in Goettingen in 
twenty-four 
h e urs. 
In Jena the record for one day 
Iii recent times Is twenty-one. 
Fully 
4,000 student duels are fought 
every 
year in the German empire. 
In addi­ 
tion to these there art1 the more se­ 
re us duels between officers and civil­ 
ians. 
Among 
Germans 
of 
mature 
jc irs the annual number of duels 
is 
about one hundred. 


Next to Germany, France is 
most 
given to the duelling habit. 
She 
has 
every year uncounted meetings, “mere­ 
ly to satisfy honor," that is, merely to 
give two men an opportunity to wipe 
out insults by crossing swords or firing 
pistols in such a manner as to preclude 
the slightest t h a n e 1 of injury. 
In the 
duel statistics these meetings are not 
reckoned, as they are far less perilous 
than even the German student duels. 
Of the serious duels France can boast 
fully 1,000 from New Year’s to 
New 
Y< a r ’s. 
The majority of these 
are 
among army officers. 
More than half 
of these result in wounds; nearly 20 
per cent. Iii serious wounds. 


Italy has had 2.759 duels in the last 
ten years, and has lost, fifty citizens 
by death on the field of honor. 
Some 
2.400 of these meetings were consum­ 
mated with sabres, 179 with pistols, 90 
with rapiers and I with revolvers. 
In 
974 cases the insult was given in news­ 
paper articles or in public letters re­ 
garding literary quarrels. 
More than 
700 prirclpals were insulted by word 
of mouth. 
Polit'cli discussions led to 
559, religious discussions to 29. 
W o ­ 
men were the cause of 1X9. 
Quarrels 
at the gambling table were responsible 
for 189. 


A summary shows that, as regards 
numbers, the 
sequence 
of 
duelling 
cc un tries is; 
Germany, France, Italy, 
Austria, Russia. 
As regards deadli­ 
ness of duels Italy comes first. 
Then 
contes Germany, France, Russia 
and 
Austria, in the order named. 
For the 
most serious duels the pistol is 
the 
favorite weapon in all live countries. 


Train-W racking. 
State legislatures are just begin­ 
ning to recognize the deliberate wreck­ 
ing of a railroad train, when attended 
with loss of life, as essentially murder, 
to be punished accordingly. 
The New 
York legislature, at its rec ult session, 
passed a law m iking train-wrecking 
which results in death a crime subject 
ti the death penalty; and in Michigan, 
which does not impose the death pen­ 
alty for any 
crime, the 
legislature 
passed a law imposing imprisonment 
for life In 
b u ''Ii cases. 
In Nebraska 
the supreme court announces the prin­ 
ciple th a t train-wrecking implies 
a 
gftieral malice 
aforethought, 
which 
makes it unnecessary to prove partic­ 
ular malice against an individual who 
may be killed.

enough, as is often illustrated by the 
brown, oily

as nicotine, though in reality this is 
merely the tar produced by the action 
of heat on the woody fiber of the leaf. 
"Nicotine when pure is a colorless 
fluid of somewhat oily consistence and 
strong, peculiar, penetrating odor, but 
it darkens on exposure to air and light, 
becoming first yellow and then brown, 
so that it looks, in this darkened con­ 
dition, something like the tarry matter 
which soils a smoker’s fingers or a 
handkerchief through which tobacco 
smoke is exhaled, or is often noticed 
as deposited in the stem of a pipe. 
‘This tarry deposit has nothing es­ 
sential in common with nicotine, and 
contains but traces of this alkaloid, 
when any at all. 
‘ A part, but only a small part (about 
one-seventh 
in 
the 
experiments 
of 
Melsens), of the real nicotine of to ­ 
bacco, is volatilized without decompo­ 
sition; the remainder is burned and 
destroyed in the process of smoking.” 
The simple facts are, th a t such cigar­ 
ettes as I have examined, representing 
a large part of those in general use 
throughout 
the 
United 
States, 
are 
made from pure, light-yellow tobacco 
of the high grade produced on certain 
special soils, prominently in cer'ain of

from 
the adulterants 
which it has been asserted are present,
